Hurontario LRT set for 2022 completion

All systems are a go. 

The Hurontario LRT 
project is set to be com- 
pleted by 2022 and will be 
overseen by Mobilinx, the 
City of Mississauga an- 
nounced Monday evening. 

The transit consortium, 
which has an office on 
Matheson Boulevard, will 
finance, design, build and 
operate the planned 19- 
stop line, which will run 
from Port Credit to Bramp- 
ton Gateway Terminal. 

Mobilinx was selected as 
the preferred proponent 
for the project this past 
summer, beating out Tril- 
lium Transit Partners in 
the proposal stage. The 
project will run on a dedi- 
cated line that will stretch 
through the city, and in- 
clude a new City Centre 
stop, which will be located 
at the corner of Rathburn 
Road. 

The transit line, which 
some estimates put at a 
price tag of $1.4 billion 
dollars, is aimed at reduc- 
ing gridlock and providing 
express transit options to 
residents moving between 
Mississauga and Bramp- 
ton. 

The LRT is billed as the 
largest infrastructure proj- 
ect in the city’s history, 
said representatives. 

“After more than 10 years 
of hard work, I’m proud to 


say with confidence that 
the Hurontario LRT is 
moving full steam ahead,” 
said Mississauga Mayor 
Bonnie Crombie, in a state- 
ment Monday evening. 
“We know construction 
will be challenging, but I 
look forward to getting 
shovels in the ground and 
trains running up and 
down our City’s busiest 
corridor soon.” 

Road work will continue 
along the Hurontario corri- 
dor in anticipation of con- 
struction, which is set to 
begin next year. The proj- 
ect is intended to lower the 
city’s greenhouse gas emis- 
sions and better manage 
growth, said Crombie, who 
explained that the city an- 
ticipates 25 per cent of jobs 
being located within 1 kilo- 
metre of the line by the 
year 2041. 

“It will be a game- 
changer for Mississauga,” 
said Crombie. 

Earlier this year, provin- 
cial transit agency 
Metrolinx revised the route 
for the LRT to provide “a 
more convenient” experi- 
ence for commuters, re- 
moving a loop that would 
have run through Missis- 
sauga’s city centre. 

“The changes have been 
designed to reduce project 
costs while still achieving 
the project goal of provid- 


ing a fast, reliable and 
seamless customer experi- 
ence between the new 
Hurontario LRT line, the 
GO Transit network, and 
the local transit systems,” 
said representatives from 
the agency in March. 

The scope changes also 
allow for a future LRT ex- 
tension north of Steeles 
Avenue to the Brampton 
GO station, which will be 
subject to further study, 
representatives from the 
agency said last month. 

“City staff have been 
working closely with 
Metrolinx, along with the 
City of Brampton, to pre- 
pare for this major con- 
struction project,” 


Mississauga city manager 
Janice Baker said Monday. 

“This is a Metrolinx led 
project, and while the City 
has no direct contractual 
relationship with Mobilinx, 
we have a team of City 
staff who will support the 
construction team and pro- 
vide critical input into the 
next phase of the project. 
Of highest priority will be 
timely communication on 
potential impacts and dis- 
ruption during construc- 
tion, and a smooth 
transition to an exciting 
new level of service on one 
of our busiest transit corri- 
dors.” 

Peel Weekly News re- 
ported on Sep. 5 that rep- 


resentatives from the City 
of Bramptons were work- 
ing with Metrolinx and 
Mississauga on the imple- 
mentation of the transit 
line, which will provide 
fast, integrated transit. 
“We are happy to see this 
project move ahead and we 
continue to explore all the 
possibilities for Phase 2 
that will bring a tunnelled 
LRT to Downtown Bramp- 
ton GO,” Mayor Patrick 
Brown said last month. 
Brampton city officials 
said they are continuing to 
work on the second phase 
to bring LRT on Main 
Street to the Downtown 
Brampton GO station.

Headwaters receives provincial funding 


More than $2 million 
dollars will be invested 
in a Caledon health care 
centre, the province an- 
nounced last week. 

Headwaters Health 
Care Centre will receive 
$2.74 million in addi- 
tional funding, as part of 
a larger push to increase 
funding for hospitals 
across Ontario and ad- 
dress bed shortages. 

During an event hosted 
by the centre on Friday, 
interim Headwaters 
president Kim Delahunt 
said that she was encour- 
aged by the announce- 
ment. 

“This investment will 
help us with our current 
cost pressures and allow 
us to focus on improving 
access to some of our key 
programs and services,” 
said Delahunt. 

The investment is part 


of a larger $68 million 
investment, announced 
by Minister of Health 
Christine Elliott on 
Thursday in Toronto, 
which is aimed at sup- 
porting small and 
medium-sized hospitals 
through an _ adjusted 
funding method. 

In a statement, Solici- 
tor General Sylvia Jones 
said that the province is 
supporting hospitals by 
“ensuring they have the 
resources they need to 
meet the growing needs 
of our community.” 

“This new investment 
in Headwaters is another 
example of how Ontario 
is supporting high-qual- 
ity access to health care 
and delivering on the 
commitment to end hall- 
way health care,” said 
Jones. 

According to represen- 


tatives from Headwaters, 
visits to the centre’s 
emergency department 
are on the rise, with their 
emergency room seeing 
close to double the num- 
ber of patients it was 
originally designed for 
20 years ago, with over 
44,000 visits each year. 
Other priority areas are 
mental health and addic- 
tions services and an 
overall focus on improv- 
ing access to care within 
the hospital and with 
community partners. 
Efforts are underway to 
build capacity at the 
local-level, creating 
stronger communities 
and opportunities to 
tackle some of the larger 
challenges, said Headwa- 
ters board chair Lori Ker. 
“IT want to thank our 
many municipal leaders 
across our region includ- 


ing Dufferin County for 
continuing to advocate 
on behalf our local hospi- 
tal for additional fund- 
ing,” said Ker. “A 
well-funded public 


health care system is 
critical to all our commu- 
nities. In fact, the health 


and wellness of our citi- 
zens depends on it.” 

The hospital is also a 
partner in the Hills of 
Headwaters Collabora- 
tive, aimed at becoming 
one of the Province’s On- 
tario Health Teams.

It was all hands on deck 
last Friday, as a major 
Canadian company broke 
ground on a new distribu- 
tion centre that will bring 
hundreds of jobs to Bramp- 
ton. 

Canadian Tire held a 
press conference to an- 
nounce that its new centre 
will be located at 10200 
Hurontario Street, at the 
northern edge of the city. 

The new centre, overseen 
by Panattoni Development 
Company, is a 1.3 million 
square foot industrial de- 
velopment. This site will be 
a national distribution cen- 
tre for Canadian Tire Cor- 
poration, and is expected to 
bring approximately 600 
jobs to Brampton and em- 
ploy a total of 670 people. 

The facility will feature a 
40’ clear height together 
with a first-class office 
space component. The con- 
struction of the facility will 
take approximately a year, 
and a half and is scheduled 


to open in 2022. 

“We're seeing more con- 
struction and _ business 
coming to our city because 
Brampton means business,” 
said regional councillor 
Gurpreet Singh Dhillon, 
who was in attendance at 
the event, along with repre- 
sentatives from Canadian 
Tire, Mayor Patrick Brown 
and other dignitaries. 

This 1.3 million SF build- 
ing is one of four buildings 
to be built on the property, 
with a 134,000 SF build-to- 
suit-currently under con- 
struction and two 
industrial speculative proj- 
ects of 59,000 SF and 
115,000 SF planned for 
2020. 

In a statement, the city 
said that the project is a 
major investment for both 
Brampton and Panattoni, 
and further reinforces the 
city and the GTA as a prime 
location for industrial de- 
velopment in Canada.

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Peel Police host soccer tournamen 
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Local residents and digni- 
taries packed into the new 
Bolton 302 Fire Station last 
weekend for a grand open- 
ing event. 

Station 302, located at 
14002 Highway 50 in 
Bolton, was renamed after 
Roy B. Clarkson, a former 
Caledon district fire chief 
and firefighter, who passed 
away in 1980. 

Formerly located at 30 


Ann Street, the original site 
became overcrowded and ne- 
cessitated a move to a larger 
site, said Caledn Mayor 
Allan Thompson, who indi- 
cated that demand and in- 
terest in the site has grown 
since the project was an- 
nounced four years ago. 

The new station will have 
one fire apparatus, which 
will be manned by five ca- 
reer firefighters each shift to 


provide 24/7, 365 days per 
year coverage. 

Any additional fire appa- 
ratus will be manned by vol- 
unteer firefighters who 
respond to the fire station 
from their homes or place of 
work. Peel Paramedics (two 
ambulances) will also pro- 
vide 24-hours coverage all 
year.

Brampton council has an- 
nounced that David Barrick 
will step into the role of the 
city’s new Chief Administra- 
tive Officer (CAO). 

The announcement, which 
was made Friday, will see 
Barrick join the Cityto lead 
high-level administrative 
decisions, utilizing a blend 
of past experience in the 
private and public sector, in- 
cluding previous work as Di- 
rector, Corporate Services 
and Acting CAO at the Niag- 
ara Peninsula Conservation 
Authority. 

Barrick will begin his role 
with the City on Wednesday. 

Mayor Patrick Brown said 
that he was pleased to wel- 
come Barrick at the city’s 
new Chief Administrative 
Officer. 

“Our new Council has 
moved quickly to address 
community priorities like 
keeping taxes low and im- 
proving community safety 
as we achieve our Term of 
Council Priorities. We 
looked for a candidate with 
practical experience and un- 
derstanding, who can match 
the energy of this Council 
and provide accountable 
public services while contin- 
uously pursuing efficiencies 
and public sector excel- 
lence,” Brown said Friday. 


“T am confident that Mr. 
Barrick will effectively lead 
our City staff and ensure 
that we continue to respon- 
sibly deliver a safe and vi- 
brant City of Opportunities 
for all Brampton residents.” 

At its Aug. 7, 2019 meet- 
ing, City Council established 
a Chief Administrative Offi- 
cer Recruitment Committee. 
The Committee was chaired 
by Mayor Brown and com- 


prised of all members of 
Council. 

The City retained national 
executive search firm Feld- 
man Daxon Partners to con- 
duct the recruit for the 
position. 

The role of the Committee 
was to facilitate the recruit- 
ment process and offer all 
Council members an oppor- 
tunity to interview prospec- 
tive candidates. 


Hospices boosted by community care funding 


More than $2.5 million 
in provincial funding is 
being invested to help 
local hospices in Missis- 
sauga and Etobicoke, a 
south Mississauga MPP 
announced Friday. 

Mississauga-Lakeshore 
MPP Rudy Cuzzetto was 
on-hand at the Dorothy 
Ley Hospice near the 
Mississauga-Etobicoke 
border to announce that 
the province will invest 
$2,580,933 to enhance 
intensive home and com- 
munity care, and to ex- 
pand community-based 
palliative care services. 

“Home, community, 
and palliative care play a 
critical role to end hall- 
way health care in Mis- 
sissauga,” said Cuzzetto. 

“By making these sig- 
nificant investments and 
supporting partnerships 
between home, commu- 
nity, and palliative care 
providers and busy hos- 


pitals, patients will expe- 
rience quicker transi- 
tions between care 
providers with the ap- 
propriate support they 
need to properly recover, 
while also making sure 
hospital beds are avail- 
able for those who need 
them.” 

In total, the province is 
investing an additional 
$155 million to expand 
home and community 
care services across the 
province, including $45 
million for new targeted 
innovative integrated 
care models in high-need 
areas. 

At the same time, the 
government is providing 
$63 million in funding 
for existing integrated 
care models in communi- 
ties across Ontario. 

The funding is intended 
to help patients leave the 
hospital sooner, and re- 
ceive more care and sup- 


port services they need 
at home, while increas- 
ing access to hospital 
beds 

Among the initiatives 
announced at Friday’s 
press conference are an 
Enhanced Intensive 
Home Care partnership 
between the Mississauga 
Halton Local Health Inte- 
gration Network (LHIN) 
and Trillium Health Part- 
ners (THP), which will 
help medically complex 
or fragile patients transi- 
tion from the hospital 
into their homes with 
augmented services; and 
a community-based pal- 
liative services partner- 
ship between Dorothy 
Ley Hospice, Heart 
House Hospice, the Mis- 
sissauga Halton Pallia- 
tive Network, and THP, 
which will offer pallia- 
tive patients greater ac- 
cess to home-based 
support services. 


“Our government has 
made ending hallway 
health care a priority, 
and I am pleased that we 
are investing in two ad- 
ditional beds at the 
Dorothy Ley Hospice,” 
said Etobicoke- 
Lakeshore MPP Christine 


Hogarth. 

Dorothy Ley Hospice 
director Dipti Purbhoo 
also said the organiza- 
tion was thrilled with the 
province’s investment in 
community based pallia- 
tive services. 


“Tt will make it possible 
for more people at the 
end of their lives, and 
their families, to receive 
compassionate care and 
support at home and in 
their community,” said 
Purbhoo.
